adjustment means; 

4. inserting a portion of the firs, fastening means in a portion of the second fastening 
means; and 

5 causing a locking means to move to a position within the first fastening means where the 
loclcing means presses outwardly against the portion of the fir^t fastening means .netted 
in the second fastemng means, thus locking the firs, fastening means to the second 

fastening means.

Claim 34 (new): The jigging method claimed in claim 18. wherein the step of locking the first 
fastening means to the second fastening means is carried out remotely. 

Claim 35 (new): Tl.e jigging method of claim 18, wherein the step of adjusting the spatial relationship 
of the first element to the second element via adjustment means is carried out automatically. 
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
